Chicago. April 4.—Old John Bar- 
leycorn 
suffered additional 
reverses 
I yesterday in Illinois and the invading 
forces also slipped over and captured 
several first-line trenches in the bor- 
der counties of Wisconsin. The great- 
est victory for the dry forces was the 
capture of Springfield, the state cap- 
ital, which has heretofore resisted with 
remarkable success any attempt to in- 
terfere with Its 220 saloons. 


The nearest previous success was 
several years ago when Lawrence T. 
Sherman, now United States senator, 
was the candidate for mayor. 
There 
was much unfavorable comment at 
that time upon the assertion that in 
the wards populated by church ar.cl 
society women the saloons scored their 
heaviest vote. 


Arid Area Enlarged. 
The arid district in Illinois was con- 
siderably enlarged and a review of the 
results shows the prohibition for es 
came out of the fray very much win- 
ner. Next to the state capital, the most 
important dry victory was the capture 
of Wauconda, a city in the northern 
part of the state patronized almost ex 
clusively by wealthy parties of auto- 
mobile joyriders. 
This city was the 
chief oasis for which Chicago and Mil- 
waukee motorists headed after leav- 
ing their respective cities. The citj^ of 
Wauconda originally was noted for its 
medicinal waters, but in later years 
has been specializing in liquor of .all 
varieties. 
Now it has gone back to 
the rock springs stuff. 


Shawneetown, 
one of the oldest 
towns in Illinois and which the liquor 
interests claimed never could be shak- 
en from its foundations of barrels and 
kegs, flopped over to the dry column. 


In Shelby county there is located the 
town of Sigel, named for the famous 
German general, which has been the 
only wet spot. 
It continues wet, for 
the reason that the petition for an elec- 
tion on the question was filed with the 
clerk, a saloonkeeper. 
He refused to 
put the question on the ballot and de- 
parted for parts unknown. 
Hence the 
people could not vote on the saloon 
measure. 


Thirty-Five To»vn.sIiips Vote. 
Thirty-five townships voted on the 
wet-dry prpoosition and the drys made 
important gains everywhere. 
They se- 
cured a direct turnover for five Im- 
portant cities, and in no case did they 
lose a town or city that had been pre- 
viously dry. The saloon interests were 
able to hold a few of the towns in 
which they were intrenched, but they 
made no gains in any direction. The 
towns they managed to save are small, 
with one to a half dozen saloons, and 
relatively unimportant in counting up 
the net results of the battle. 
Several 
townships which had one or two spots 
wiped them out today and the- black 
and white map of Illinois will have to 
be revised.

HAS CAUSE TO KICK 


London, April 4.—The tremendous 
enthusiasm 
with 
which 
underpaid 
farm workers received 
the grovern- 
ment's announcement adopting a wage 
of $6.25 a week for agricultural labor- 
ers, has been considerably dampened 
by the progress of events since the an- 
nouncement was made. 
Much friction 
is being experienced all through the 
agricultural counties In 
establishing 
the minimum wage scale. 


This is due in part to the govern- 
ment's failure to define exactly what 
is meant by an "able-bodied farm la- 
borer," the term "able-bodied" being 
susceptible to various interpretations. 
There is also much uncertainty as to 
whether employer or laborer has the 
right to estimate the cash value of 
farm wages paid in produce, house 
rent, board, milk, potato land, straw 
and the like. 


Officials of the Agricultural Labor- 
ers' union are starting a campaign to 
prevent the farm owner from placing 
his own figure as the rental value of 
every cottage and from putting ficti- 
tious prices on allowances of every 
kind. 
The English employer has a 
great advantage over his laborers in 
this respect, for he generally owns the 
house the laborer lives in and also is 
the controlling figure in the village 
government.

®^layers had been drawing enormous salaries, 
' owing to keen competition for their services. 
The removal of the Federal L-eague from the 
^ fephej-e of baseball activities practically removed 
cll competition, find, to some extent, placed the 
pla\tr at the mercy of the employer. 


The elder players, especially the men Tcho 


had fattened on the abnormally high salaries 
of the Federal League period, tried to organize 
^^^ 
efforts to other enterprises. 


a general strike of players, ostensibly to cor- 
rect certain minor alleged grievances such aa 
small clubs failing to pay transportation for 
players who reported for service in the spring, 
etc. 
Thi.s was only a "blind." 
The real object 
of the strike was to force the club owners to 
Btan-lardizo salaries at war-time figures. 
The 
«strike never took place. 
There was no sound 


foundation for it. It is difficult to get sympathy 
professional engagement.

It .'s this sort of a profession. 
It enables a 
thrifty and foresighted young man to 
make 
much more money up to the age of thirty than 
he would make in any other profession, and It 
gives him an opportunity to studj', prepare and 
assume another profession or business when- 
ever he finds that baseball no longer Is profit- 
able. 


The great advantage about baseball as a pro- 
fession to the struggling young man Is that he 
may go to school, college, study during the win- 
ter, or amass enough money to start in busi- 
ness.

Good Money Only in Big Leagues. 


T 
h e grrcHt objection to l>3.seb3ll as a prof©s* 
sion is, first, that it Js but 
temporarv; 
laecond, that it Is only In the higher forms of 
the game, in the big leagues, or, at best. In the 
second class leagues, that a young man can 
make enough money to make it worth while as 
his sole and only occupation. 


In other words, you must be a genius, or 
very close to it, to attain even a moderate suc- 
cess in baseball. 


However, it is best to set forth the facts in 
the case and let the reader decide for himself. 


It has been the pleasant custom to assume 
(hat every American boy is born a patriot, a 
prince and a baseball player. 
Not one in 200 
American boys is a born ballplayer. 
For many 
reasons, not more than one in 200 boys ever 
reaches the professional baseball 
field. 
Of the 
5000 professionals who work every summer, not 
more than 250 can be classed ae wholly suc- 
cessful. 
Some of the others may be comers, 
some goers, but only 250 are in the full flower 
of success. 


Thus 
baseball 
Is 
an 
arduous 
profession. 
Chances of succe.ss in it are few. 
This adds to 
its disacV.antages as a profes.slon. 
Many feel 
called, but few are chosen. 
The chances of at- 
taining success are so small that the wise father 
may bs pardoned for advising his boy to devote

Then the American Federation of Labor wise- 
ly refused to take the Players' Fraternity into 
membership.

Salaries to Be Beduced. 


T 
H.VT there will be a general reduction of sal- 
aries from the war-day standard to the 
legitimate standard is assured. 
The players got 
immense salaiies during the days of Federal 
League competition, 1913-14-15-16. 
The game 
did not 
yield revenue enough to pay 
these 
enormous expenses. 
The club owners and their 
money worked for less than the strong arm of 
one pitcher. 
So a change is about to come over 
the spirit of the scene. 


One of every 200 American boys has poten 
tialities of baseball success in him. 
These boy» 
usually attain capacity to earn money playing 
baseball when they are 19 years old. 
At that 
age they can make from $1 to $10 a game play- 
ing what Is known as semiprofessional bail, 
which means one game a week, usually played 
on ¿Saturday or on Sunday. 


After a year or two of this sort of play, or at 
31, a young man should be ready for'his 
first 


engage- 
ment should be in a league of the sixth class, 
technically known as Class D in baseball. 


He will receive for his services from $90 to 
S125 a month, depending upon the prosperity of 
the league in question, and his own desirability. 
Pitchers and catchers will, on the whole, receive 
525 a month more than infielders or outfielders 
unless, indeed, the outfielder or Infielder be of 
a particularly desirable sort.

Minor League Seasons Short. 


• HILE a salary of from $80 to $125 a month 
may appear large to the youth of 21, it 
must be remembered that the season In these 
minor 
leagues is of 
but 
four and 
one-half 
months' 
duration. 
Thus the 
player's 
entire 
baseball stipend for his first two years would 
be from 
$400 
to $600 a year. 


Half oi the player's board and living expenses 
will be paid. 
Ho must pay ten weeks' board 
and expenses and clothe liimself. 
A thrifty lad 
can get by during a season on an expense of 
$140, which will leave him from $260 to $460 !n 
his pocket when the season closes on Labor 
Day. 


It is then up to the boy to go to college or to 
work.

I 
T may be remarked here that the fact that he 
is a baseball player of some merit facili- 
tates the commercial progress of a young man. 
He can obtain winter Jobs as salesman.. clerk, 
mechanic, etc.. that he would not find ready to 
his hand were he not a man of some acquaint- 
ance and with some personal "following." 


Hence, it will be seen that, even If he should 
not reach the "big show," a young player may 
secure quite a neat little competency by the 
time he enters his 24th year. He can have $5000 
In bank. Few young business men, yho had to 
depend on their own labor, have $5000 In bank 
when they are 24 years old. 


If the player succeeds In the major leagues, 
we may assume that his fortune Is made. 
In 
five years he will make $17,500, He will save 
half of that. This, added to the |5000 saved In 
the minor leagues will give him, considering 
compound interest or reasonable successful in- 
vestment. $20,000. 


If he has spent money in studying a profes- 
sion, he will not have quite $20,000. 
But four 
years given to a college course should cost him 
not more, than $4000. 
So 
the hardy, careful, 
managing young man can play baseb^l 
for 
twelve years, learn a profession ^ d find him- 
self well over $20,000 In bank after he reache» 
the age of 30. 


It would be well for all baseball players If 
they were obliged by law to quit when they 
reached the age of 30. From that time onward 
they slow up, and certainly there are few of 
them who retain their best form after the age 
of 33. To be sure there are a few players who 
have done their best work 
after 
they 
had 
reached the age of SB. 
The average player, 
however, begins to slow up after having reached 
the 30th milestone, and there are. few men who 
remain in the big leagues after they have seen 
S6 years pass by. 


To be sure there are careers open as man« 
agers, etc.. . which pay large salaries, but such 
pofltions iir« rare and prsoarloua.

Championships Helpb 
I 
N computing the earning ability of a base- 
ball player, we have regarded only the ex- 
act sums received as salary. 
Many 
baseball 
players make much more than their salaries. 
In the major leagues there is alv/ays the large 
sums 'derived from the world's championship, 
Thesa sums amount to from $2500 for players of 
losing, to $4000 for players of winning, teams. 
Many players make money in postseason ex- 
hibitions. though these have been discontinued 
for the present by order of the baseball author- 
ities. 
Coaching college teams is another source 
of revenue. 


Many of the hign-salaried men make material 
addition.^ to their incomes during the winter. 
Following the ancient rule that "it is given to 
him who hath," it is the high-salaried, that Is, 
the famous, star rather than the average player 
who makes large between-season Incomes. 


It is said that the famous Cobb makes $12,- 
500 a year playing baseball and quite as much 
from signing his name to newspaper and maga- 
zine 
ctories. 
selling automobiles, 
playing 
in 
movinsr pictures, indorsing advertised articles, 
etc. Mathewson, the once great pitcher of Now 
Work, who Is now manager of the Cincinnati 
club, has long conducted an Insurance agency 
which wielded him a handsome income. 
Ed- 
ward Konctchy, the giant first baseman of the 
Boston Nationals, sells cigars. 
Fielder Jones, 
manager of the St. Louis Americans, has large 
lumber interests in the Northwest. 
William 
Sweeney a second baseman of fame some three 
years 
ago, 
retired 
to a 
valuable 
Insurance 
agency which he had built up while a player. 


Buying farms and city property is a favorite 
investment of players. 
It is unlikely that they 
make any money off the farm while they are 
playing, but they manage to "break even," and 
the Increase in value In the land over a period 
of ten years is, on the whole. 100 per cent. 
Some players who have dramatic and musical 
talent, make these pay them during the winter. 
Hundreds of players have trades, occupations or 
professions that they find remunerative In win- 
ter. 


Hugh High, the star left fielder of the Yan- 
kees, was careful to learn the plumbing trade 
before ho took up baseball. 
He conducts a 
plumbing business every winter which yields 
him the usual fabled fortunes of the craft. 
John Miller, first baseman of the St. Louis Na- 
tionals, gets $5000 a year for playing baseball, 
and conducts a profitable

T 
h e r e is muney in baseball for the youtft 
who has the talent, grit and courage to gel 
that money out. Of course, the period from 1013 
to 1916 saw unreasonable salaries paid. 


For instance. Leo Magee, the outfielder of the 
New York An:»ericans, began 
his 
career 
a t 
Springfield. 111., in 1909, and was paid $90 a 
month for four and one-half months of play, oa 
$405 for tho entire season. 
Magee got $9000, 
$1500 a month, during the years 1915-16. 
Sw 
Magee's weekly salary after five years In base- 
ball was equal to his annual salary when ha 
began. 
Such instances might be enumerated 
indefinitely. 


All this gold is only for the chosen. 
A boy 
must 
havé 
natural talent, and he must develop 
it thoroughly. 
He must rigorously deny him- 
self, train like a Spartan and control his appe^ 
tltes like a Trappist monk. 
Late hours, winei, 
women and song, bountiful dining, cigarette* 
and moving picture shows must be foreign lo 
the life of tho young man who would attain 
success as a baseball player. 


All the clubs insist upon their players ah* 
staining from liquors, and demand that they 
shall be In bed not later than 11 p. m.

must devote six hours a day to practicing and 
to playing.

planned, and is to be taken up at 10 o'clock tomorrow morning tinder 
an arrangement to remain in session until it is passed. The senate's 
resolution was accepted by the house foreign affairs committee as a 
substitute of its own and favorably reported for passage with only 
two members of the committee voting against it.. They were Repre- 
sentative Shacklcford, democrat, 
of Missouri, and Eepresentative 
Cooper, republican, of Wisconsin. 
In the senate patriotic speeches of 
support for the president and a 
dcterminition to press tho war 
with ali vigor were made by dem- 
ocrats and republicans with 
pledges of non-partisan considera- 
tion for all war questions. Senator 
Hitchcock, in charge of the resolu- 
tion for the president in place of 
Senator Stone, who would not 
suport it, declared that as much as 
lie wished and had worked to avoid 
war lie could not vote against the 
resolution.

living, the enormous burden of debt 
the people mur,t bear and the still 
greater heritage of death staggers my 
mind. The awful sacrifice of lives that 
must follow sickens my heart. I am 
sure other senators feel as I do." 


"We want no more territory." said 


Senator Hitchcock. "We will demand 
no indemnity. 
We have no historic 


grudge to settle nor racial antipathy. 
In this respect we differ from the other 
countries already involved in the awful 
struggle. There la pan-Slavism at-ainat 
pan^Gormanism. Italy wants back the 
Trentlno, Franco her lost provinces; 
Great Britain has German commerce 
and German colonies almost in her 
grasp; Russia wants Constantinople 
and Germany, beside her place In th« 
sun, wants to dominate Europe. 


"We of all nations, will spend our 


treasure and our blood and sacrifice 
our lives without the thought of pos- 
sibility of gain.

with Germany Is not of our choosing. 


Wnr Forced Upon Us. 


It was forced upon us and we did 


much to avoid it.

years the president, congress and the 
American people have hoped to avoid 
it. tint one desperate act by the Im- 
perial German government has fol- 
lowed another. I do not mean to say 
Germany has desired war with us. I 
do not believe that. But the imperial 
German government has become dea- 


.o oppose the resolution. 


Armed Neutrality Failed. 


Senator Hitchcock said he had hoped 


armed neutrality would avert war. 


Unfortunately, the opposition of the 


filibuster against that bill resulted In 
word going out to the world that the 
official .branches of the government 
wej-e at loggerheads." he said. "The 
esult has been that eur rights have 
been more imposed upon more than 
ever, morq American vessels have been 
sunk, lives of American* have been 
lost.

Decision IB Wnr. 


"The country is ready and congress 


is ready. While the vote has not been 
recorded, the decision has been made.

"I cannot vote against war." Senator 


Hitchcock concluded, "without doing 
a vain and foolish thing. It would only 
serve to weaken my country in -«ie 
face of the enemy, and the world when 
war is inevitable. I am ready now to 
take my place with those who vin 
back up the president for the honor 
and protection of the nation." 


Senator Hitchcgck was followed by 


Senator Swanson, of Virginia, who said 
the German government "has repeat- 
edly and grossly violated Its treaty 
obligations to ua and wantonly broken 
solemn assurances." 


"The issue Is not peace or war," 


Senator Swanson continued. "War has 
already been declared upon us. The 
issue is whether we shall accept war or 
make abject and cowardly submission." 


Zimmerman Plot Atrocious. 


Reciting the sinking of American 


ships, German plots and outrages In 
this country. Senator Swanson said the 
Zimmerman plot to incite Mexico 
against this country "reaches the low- 
est depths of national turpitude. "We 
have long suspected a disposition by 
Germany to dispute the Monroe doc- 
trine. Now is the time to teach this 
mischief-making German government 
that our territorial sovereignty cannot 
be made a subject of war bargaining. 


"The advocates of peace now would 


place upon this nation the shame ot a 
still greater submission. They would 
endure still greater affronts and suf- 
fer still greater submission." 


Reciting the warnings given to Ger- 


many against ruthless submarine war- 
fare. Senator Swanson asked If t icy 
were "mere empty boasts and bluff, "r 
the solemn voice of a resolute peon'* " 


"No," he answered. 
"Congress will 


not by cowardly action declare that 
diplomatic-ally we roar and then when 
rebuffed, strike with tho gentle hand of 
a woman." 


Senator Lodge for War.

"Th« provocation i» groat," he sail, 


gcncy. We must provide, for tho fu- 
ture and for the supply of men for tho 
army by a system of universal mili- 
tary training. I agree with the presi- 
dent that this new army should be 
chosen upon the 'principle of universal 
liability to service.1 Our navy is strong 
In certain branches and very weak in 
others. 
It must bo our business to 


supply the deficiencies as rapidly as 
possible. 
Fortunately those deficien- 


cies are of the kind which can be most 
quickly supplied. It Is our duty to see 
that all the money and all the legisla- 
tion necessary for both the army sind 
nnvy are given at once. 


"The president lias said that Inn war 


will involve the utmost practicable co- 
operation in council and action 'with the 
governments now at war with Germany' 
and, as incident to that the extension to 
those governments of the most liberal 
financial credits, in order that our re- 
sources may as far as possible be added 
to theirs. I am not only in full agree- 
ment with this policy advised by the 
president, but it seems to me that noth- 
ing i« more important than to follow it 
out." 


Alliance Is -Necessary. 


Speaking on the question of foreign 


alliances he said: "It would be madness 
for us to attempt to make wcr alone 
upon Germany and lind ourselves, per- 


raferring to German acts against this 
country. 


"I cm not going to vote for this reso- 


lution," said Vardaman. "1 do not be- 
lieve it is necessary to go to war.

Senator §t?S5 Fights It.

"If we declare for wnr there must

Senator McCumbcr, republican, pro-

The need for it he declares to be most 
urgent owing to the wastage of the 
war, and the steadily declining birth- 
rate. In 1916 it was 21.8 per 1,000, the 
lowest on record. 


"We roust," he says, "make parent- 


hood possible for self-r«*peotbig and 
provident people. I roundly assert 
that while worthy parenthood Is our 
greatest Imperial need, the whol« force 
and trend of our policy is to penalize 
It Recent budgets have been simply 
brutal in this respect, the relief for 
parenthood being little better than 
the calculated Insult which lawyers 
call 'contemptuous damages." 


"The National Council of PnbHc 


Morals, which promoted the birthrate 
commission, is now preparing a peti- 
tion to the chancellor of the exchequer, 
A. Booar Law. which is, in effect, a 
plea for parenthood. In this petition 
many measures of financial relief for 
worthy parenthood ar* suggested, to- 
gether with provision for education ot 
chlU5r»n. especially the promising. Th. 
housing of th. people 1* described as 
•crying scandal.' Bonar Law and th. 
government will be asked to antforth- 
wlth for '«BcotJr»gem«nt ot tb. nortlij 
parenthood upon whWh the fntnr. of 
our empire d*p»nds."

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Must Be a War for Results. 


Upon no one point of America's entrance into the European con- 


flict does public opinion in this country make itself more positive and 
clear than that we must strike for results. The imperial despotism of 
Germany and the overshadowing militarism of Prussia must be put 
down. Unless these paramount objects are to bo sought and attained 
there were no good purpose in America entering tho war. Tho fu- 
ture peace and security of tho United States as of all the world must 
rest upon these accomplishments. In the final issue no greater service 
can be rendered to the people of Germany themselves than by destruc- 
tion of those forces which stifle their democratic freedom while men- 
acing democracy everywhere. If this war is to signally mark the ex- 
tinction of militarism and to give hostage to the world that there shall 
be no more war, then war itself must be beaten down to the dust be- 
fore the conflict may be admitted at an end and a peace considered 
possible or to be desired. 


With all her inestimable resources America must fight. There can 


be no half-way measures—no parlor war. Germany is gigantic. Her 
military strength has been proved. She is not beaten. So far her re- 
sourcefulness in war has been equal to every demand of her necessi- 
ties, to every emergency created by her enemies. IE the United States 
fail to marshal all strength of resources and to spend it fully for the 
objects that have called tho country to the firing lino there will sim- 
ply be waste of treasure, expenditure of blood and dissipation of effort 
to no end whatever—tremendous sacrifice without compensation and 
without result. The world's freedom, the march of democracy, the 
progress of civilization and founded guarantees of future security and 
peace can in no wise nor to any extent be served ani vouchsafed by 
mere heroic futility. War is war and those who plunge into it for 
§ood cause as this country is about to go into war can only justify the 
desperate leap by full striving for what is sought. 


If all that is purposed is to give concrete example to moral protest 


that end was served with completeness when diplomatic relations with 
the imperial government of Germany were severed last February. If 
the things of which we complain, against which we protest, upon 
which we found our course so far as we have gone, are to be made an 
end of and guarantees are to be taken that they have been made an 
end of, only the fullest employment of the forces of the nation will 
bring us to that achievement. In the finality America will be much 
better off to have kept out of this gory welter of Europe unless she 
make it an unquestioned and indisputable surety that militaristic 
despotism has been crushed. Wo must have the result—ample, com- 
plete and insured-—else we shall have the work at length all to do over 
again with no choice as to how far we shall go. 


The people of the United States are joined together fully in an un- 


derstanding of the necessities imposed by the momentous and tragic 
turn of events. They are cemented in national spirit, they are de- 
termined for the step, they are resolute for the sacrifice. The govern- 
ment will find no want of support in the hearts, minds and hands of 
.this people. They are consecrated to democracy's cause the world 
around and ready to defend their own rights, dignity and honor wher- 
ever these cherished possessions of their national life are questioned, 
put upon or imperiled. 


Pacifist Bannwort, who had a somewhat disastrous run-in with 


Senator Lodge, proclaims himself a belligerent and ready for the 
worst. He ascribes his conversion to the president's address to con- 
gress. That was some powerful document of state, but let us not wholly 
leave out the good work of Senator Lodge as one of tho means of 
grace. 


Senator LaFollette is driving fast for a hard fall from his pedestal 


of renown. The role of general kicker and obstructionist in civil af- 
fairs may sometimes be useful and perhaps never a reproach, but mak- 
ing a plaything of the national defense is another matter.

Sketches from Life 
By Temple 


(Letter to the Chicago Tribune.) 


March 30,1917. 


The Editor, Tribune: My emotions tell me one thing at this awful 


time, but my reason tells me other things. As a German by birth it 
is a horrible calamity that I may have to fight Germans. That is nat- 
ural, is it not so? But as an American by preference I can see no other 
course open. 


We are urged by sincere pacifists like Mr. Pinchot to adopt "a 


vigorous policy of defense and protection, but no war." But attack 
13 sometimes the best protection. 


For twenty-five years Germany has shown dislike for the United 


States—the Samoan affair, the Hongkong contretemps, the Manila bay 
incident, the unguarded words of the kaiser himself, and, lastly, the 
Haitian controversy in 1914. 


Whether it is right or not, pleasant or not, the fact remains that 


ihe interests of the two countries have frequently conflicted. And it 
has not been from mere commercial or diplomatic friction.. It is be- 
cause their ideals of government are Absolutely opposite. One or the 
other must go down. It is for us to say now which it shall be. 


Because of my birth and feelings beyond my control I hav» no 


particular love for the French and less for the British. But by a 
itrange irony of fate I see those nations giving thsir blood for prin- 
ciples which I hold dear, against the wrong principles of people I in- 
dividually love. 


It is a very unhappy paradox, but one I cannot escape. I do not 


want to see the allies triumph over the land of my birth. But I do very 
much want to see the triumph of the ideas they fight for. 


It sickens my soul to think of this nation going forth to help de- 


stroy people many of whom are bound to me by ties of blood and 
friendship. But it must be so. It is like a dreadful surgical opera- 
tion. The militaristic, undemocratic demon which rules Germany 
must be cast out. It is for us to do it—NOW. 


I try to tell myself that it is not our affair, that we should con- 


tent ourselves with measures of defense and armed neutrality. But I 
mow that it is not so. 


The mailed fist has been shaken under our nose before. If Prus- 


sianism triumphs in this war the fist will continue to shake. We shall 
be in real peril and those ideas for which so much of the world's best 
Wood has been spilled through the centuries will be in danger of ex- 
tinction. It seems to me common sense that we begin our defense by 
immediate attack, when the demon is occupied and when we can com- 
mand assistance. 


There is much talk of what people like me will do, and fear of the 


hyphen.-- Mr. Wilson by bis hesitancy and vacillation shows that he 
doubts the solidarity of the nation. 


But I think the nation is only groping for leadership. If the pres- 


ident would realize the value of positive action he could bring all the 
people into unity at once. A ringing declaration of war, with a calm 
statement that we enter the struggle to save and strengthen the in- 
stitutions upon which our state is built, would at once bring all the 
conflicting emotions of our people into patriotic unity. ' Then all fool- 
ish notions of copperheads and traitors would seem merely a bad 
dream. 


In conclusion I wish to compliment The Tribune because it is pos- 


itive in its thought, but reasonable, not yielding to the empty wicked- 
ness of hatef ulness. 


Let us make war on Germany, not from revenge, not to uphold 


hair splitting quibbles of international law. But let us make war with 
our whole heart and with all our strength because Germany worships 
one God and we another and because the lion and the lamb cannot Ue 
down together. One or the other'must perish, 


Let us make war upon the Germany of the Junkerthum, the Ger- 


many of frightfulness, the Germany of arrogance and selfishness. And 
let us swear not to make peace until the imperial German government 
is the imperial German People.

EYE-WITNESS TELLS 


Cody's Fight With Indian 


Chief Yellow Hand 


Accurate. 


Following Is an eye-witness' de- 


scription of the duel with knives be- 
tween Col. 'William F. Cody (Buffalo 
Bill) and Yellow Hand, chief of the 
Sioux Indians, which is 
accurately 


pictured In Essanay's current feature, 
"Adventures of Buffalo BUI." 
The 


eye-witness was H. H. Cross, celebrat- 
ed painter of Indians and animals- 
He Is now eighty years old. 


"On July 18. 1879. at Hot Creek, 


near Fort Robinson, Dakota," said Mr. 
Cross, "Buffalo Bill, guiding General 
Eugene A. Carr and a detachment of 
United States troops, drew up against 
tho Sloujc hordes. Yellow Hand, rid- 
ing a yellow pony, rode out upon tho 
crest of n. high butto and signaled a 
bold challenge to Colonel Cody, whom 
he know, to settle their difficulties by 
fighting a duel. 
Before anybody 


could stop him. Colonel Cody dashed 
out to meet the chief. 


"Between the lines of rfolfllers and 


Indians, tho duel was fought. 
Cody 


fired the first bullet, which clipped a 
fcathnr out of Yellow Hand's war 
bonnet. Shot after shot was exchang- 
ed, and finally the men. their ammuni- 
tion exhausted, leaped from 
their 


horses and clashed with knives. Five 
mlnulcs of fighting and Cody drove 
his knife Into tho Indian's heart. 


"Next day Yellow Hand's squaw 


went over to the soldiers' quarters, 
and in tho presence of tho officers, 
she cut off the third finger of her 
right hand. That was the supreme 
sacrificial act of a great chief's 
widow." 


The Alamo is a mission church at 


San Antonio, in what is now Bexar 
county. Texas. In 1836 it was occupied 
by about 150 of the revolutionists In 
tho Mexican war. 
Though attacked 


by 4,000 Mexicans under Santa Ana, 
tho Texan.** held it from February 23 
to March 6, when Santa Ana took it 
by storm. All but seven of the gar- 
rison perished, six of these being mur- 
dered after their surrender, and one 
man escaping to report the affair. In 
this garrison were the celebrated David 
Crockett and Colonel .Tamos Bowie, In- 
ventor of tbo bowie knife. The memory 
of this massacre became an incitement 
to the Tcxans ill subsequent encoun- 
ters, and "Remember the Alamo!" be- 
came a war cry in their struggle for 
freedom.

DISHES OP PISH 


BY BIDJJT BYE. 


Fish 
contains valuable nutrient:! 


and is usually an economical food. It 
is, however, 
deficient 
in 
materials 


which yield beat and muscular power. 


Tn making out a menu with fish as 


the important dish, tho housewife is 
accustomed to add potatoes, rice or 
bread; and usually provides a sauce 
for the fish made with eggs; or uses 
hard boiled eggs to garnish the dish. 


TO FRY FISH use plenty of olive 


oil or pork drippings. 
Fry small fish 


in a frying basket, large fish in plenty 
of fat in a spider. 


TO BOIL FISH wrap firmly in a 


piece of cheesecloth, plunge into hard 
boiling water, then simmer until the 
fish is flaky. 


TO BROIL FISH rub with olive oil, 


butter, or dripping, season with pep- 


per and salt: broil tho skin side first, 
turn once, broil tho flesh side, adding 
more fat to make (1Kb. brown well. 


Codfish an Crndn. 


Soak 2 pounds of codfish and break 


Into flakes. 
Thicken 2 cupful* milk

with 2 tablcKpoonfuln butter nibbed 
Into 2 tablespoonfuls flour. 
Put a 


Iflyor of codfish in a well buttcrod 
baking dish, add a layer of the whlto 
miicn and sprinkle with grated rheexo;

Good Pay.

Washington, D. C., April 4.—Girls 
f.re being enlisted as apprentice sea- 
men In the navy. Already nearly six 
hundred have been taken in. 
1 


The idea, is to have the girls do office 


work and release men 
for fighting. 


Most of those enlisted are stenogra- 
phers and typewriters. Some are gen- 
eral office workers. After a month or 
so of work the 
girl seaman can be 


promoted (and will be) to be a yeoman 
—which means more pay. 


The enlistments are real enlistments. 


These young women will be Just as 
much in the navy as are the boyr. in 
the blue flannel trousers. 
For four 


years they are subject to all the niles 
and discipline of the enlisted men. 
They must come when called and go 
where sent. 


The pay is enough to attract thf> av- 


t;tage stenographer and typewriter in 
Washington. 
An apprentice seaman 


gets $17.60 a month, but most of the 
girls on account of some special quali- 
fication such as proficiency in stenog- 
raphy or typewriting, bookkeeping or 
statistics, are enlisted as yeomen of 
the third class or they are quickly pro- 
moted to that rank. 


Yeoman Is a Clerk. 


In the navy the term yeoman applies 


to everything clerical. The ink-slinger 
to the navy man is a "yeoman." Any- 
one who can write, pound a typewriter 
or make out papers which will get by 
the department is in the yeoman class. 
What Secretary Daniels has dene is to 
add women to this clerical class 
He 


is the first to do it and the experiment 
will be watched with much interest. 


While apprentice seamen or yeomen 


these young women get $1.25 a day in 
lieu or quarters and rations. So that 
a yeoman ot the third class with this 
allowance gets approximately $70 <>0 
a month, which is more than the com- 
mercially employed typewriter often 
gets. A yeoman of the third class re- 
ceives J33.00 a month; a yeoman of 
the second class—an easy promotion 
for these women in this emergency— 
gets $38.50 a month, and a yeoman 
of the first class gets $44.00 a. month. 


The next promotion i« to Chief Yeo- 


man, which is the same as Chief Petty 
Officer. This rank carries a salary of 
$60.00 a month. And to all of these 
must be added the dollar and a quar- 
ter a day allowance as commutation 
quarters. 


Tliorc is also an allowance permitted 


by the law for clothins of $30 in peace 
time and $60 in war lime. As the cloth

zettc carried a leading editorial under 
the caption, "America before the de-< 
cision," in which it says: 


"When President Wilson replied to 


our proclamation of unrestricted sub* 
marine warfare with a rupture of re- 
lations the world was surprised, but 
his attitude since that time has been 
more than a surprise: Nobody, eve* 
in anti-German circles In the UniM3 
States believed that the tension be- 
tween the two countries would go be- 
yond a diplomatic rupture. It is not 
Germany, but the United States which 
took the rupture as a starting point for 
war. 
The American people do not 


desire war, but probably it will believe 
the president if he declares that it can- 
not be avoided. 


"We await to see whether President 


Wilson will plunge the American peo- 
ple into war in order to make.free seas 
for Anglo-American business. If this 
Is his end he will never attain It. Our 
U-boats will continue their excellent 
work until the sea tyrants lose their 
breath and the seas become really 
free.

Springfield Goes Dry and 


Liquor Suffers Much 


Elsewhere. 


Chicago. April 4.—Old John Bar- 


leycorn suffered additional reverses 
yesterday in Illinois and tho invading 
forces also slipped over and captured 
several first-lino trenches in the bor- 
der counties of Wlsponsln. The great- 
est victory for tho dry forces was tho 
capture of Springfield, tho state cap- 
ital, •which has heretofore resisted with 
remarkable success any attempt to in- 
terfere with its 22 9 saloons. 


The nearest previous success was 


several years ago when Lawrence T. 
Sherman, now United States senator, 
was tho candidate for mayor. Thcro 
was much unfavorable comment at 
that time upon the assertion that In 
the wards populated by church ar<tl 
society women tho saloons scored their 
heaviest veto. 


Arid Area Enlarged. 


Tho arid district in Illinois was con- 


siderably enlarged and a review of tho 
results shows tho prohibition for cs 
came out of tho fray very much win- 
ner. 
Next to tho state capital, tho most 


Important dry victory was tho capture 
of Wauconda, a city in tho northern 
part of the state patronized almost ex- 
clusively by wealthy parties of auto- 
mobile Joyriders. This city was th« 
chief oasis for which Chicago and Mil- 
waukee motorists headed after leav- 
ing their respective cities. Tho city of 
Wauconda originally was noted for its 
medicinal waters, but In later years 
has boon specializing in liquor of .all 
varieties. Now It has gone back to 
tho rock springs stuft. 


Shawnectown, ono of the oldest 


towns In Illinois and which tho liquor 
interests claimed never could be shak- 
en from its foundations of barrels and 
kegs, flopped over to tho dry column. 


In Shelby county there is located tho 


town of Sigel, named for the famous 
German general, which has been tho 
only wet spot. 
It continues wet. for 


the reason that the petition for an elec- 
tion on the question was filed with the 
clerk, a saloonkeeper. He refused to 
put tho question on thp ballot and de- 
parted for parts unknown. Hence the 
people could not vote on the saloon 
measure. 


Thirty-Five Townships Vote. 


Thirty-flvo townships voted on tho 


wet-dry prpoosition and the drys made 
important gains everywhere. They se- 
cured a direct turnover for five im- 
portant cities, and in no case did they 
lose a town or city that had been pre- 
viously dry. The saloon interests were 
able to hold a few of the towns in 
which they were Intrenched, hut they 
made no gains in any direction. The 
towns they managed to save are small, 
with one to a half dozen saloons, and 
relatively unimportant in counting up 
the net results of the battle. Several 
townships which had one or two spots 
wiped them out today and the, black 
and white map of Illinois will have to 
be revised.

Thls is duo in part to the govern- 


ment's failure to define exactly "what 
is meant by ah "able-bodied farm la- 
borer." tho term "able-bodied" being 
susceptible to various Interpretations. 
There is also much uncertainty as to 
whether employer or laborer has the 
flght'tb estimate tho cash value of 
farm wages paid In produce, house 
rent, board, milk, potato land, straw 
and tho like. 


Officials of tho Airrlcultural Labor- 


ers' union are starting a campaign to 
prevent tho farm owner from" placing 
his own figuro as tho rental value of 
every cottage and from putting ficti- 
tious prices on allowances of every 
kind.

baseball has been attracting 
a deal of attention during 
the last month. A threat- 
ened strike of the Rreat pro- 
fessional 
baseball 
players 


focused public Interest on that point. The 
players had been drawing enormous salaries, 
owing to keen competition for tholr services. 
The removal of the Federal League from tho 
kphere of baseball activities practically removed 
all competition, anil, to some extent, placed the 
player nt the mercy of the employer. 


The older players, especially tho men who 


had fattened on the abnormally high salaries 
of the Federal League period, tried to organize 
a general strike of players, ostensibly to cor- 
rect certain minor alleged grievances such aa 
email clubs failing to pay transportation for 
Players who reported for service In tho spring, 
etc. This was only a "blind." The real object 
of the strike was to force tho club owners to 
standardize salaries at war-time figures. Tho 
strike never took place. There was no sound 
foundation for it. It is difficult to get sympathy 
for strikers who have been receiving from $600 
to J2000 a month In salaries, living at the best 
hotels ant: traveling in pullmans at their em- 
ployers' ex pense. 


Then the American Federation of Labor wise- 


ly refused to take the Players' Fraternity Into 
membership. The $1000 a month baseball men 
had been fraternizing with the $1000 a. year 
mechanic to get the assistance of the latter In 
a "sympathy" strike. Therefore, the strike was 
called oft before the date on which It was 
scheduled to take place, and the players were 
left to bargain, as best they may, with their 
employers.

Salaries to Be Beduced. 


—HAT tliero will be a general reduction of sal- 
i 
arles from the war-day standard to the 


legitimate standard is assured. The players got 
Immense salaries during1 the days of Federal 
League competition, 1913-U-15-16. 
The game 


did not yield revenue enough to pay these 
enormous expenses. Tho club owners and their 


, money worked for less ihan the strong arm of 


one pitcher. So a change Is about to come over 
the spirit of the scene. 


Still, baseball salaries and opportunities will 


be good enough to attract the energetic Amer- 
ican jouth who loves and who can play the 
game. It. Is our purpose here to study baseball 
as a profession for youns men. 


Let it first be thoroughly understood that 


baseball should be considered as a mere tem- 
porary occupation. The average life of a ma- 
jor league baseball player Is something like flve 
years. Men like Cy Young, the famous pitcher; 
Anson, the never-to-b«- forgotten captain of the 
great Chicago team of the 80s; Wagner, Wal- 
lace. Lajole and a few others, played for from 
twenty to twenty-seven years. These are ex- 
ceptions. Tho average player has from nve to 
Ion years as n. productive baseball career. 


On tho whole, it may be stated that tho 


'.. .player Is through: at SO. Very few carry their

It :s this sort of a profession. It enables a. 


thrifty and foresighted young man to make 
much more money up to the age of thirty than 
he would make In any other profession, and It 
gives him an opportunity to study, prepare and 
assume another profession or business when- 
ever he flndi that baseball no longer Is profit- 
able. 


The great advantage about baseball as a pro- 


fession to the struggling younft man Is that he 
may KO to school, college, study during the win- 
ter, or amass enough money to start In busi- 
ness.

Good Honey Only In Big League*. 


T 


HE great objection to baseball as a profes- 


sion Is. first, that It IB but temporary: 


J*co-iJ, that It Is only In the higher forms of 
the gnme. In tho big leagues, or, at best, Jn the 
second class leagues, that a younc man can 
make enough monoy to make It irorth while a* 
bis sole and only occupation. 
^ In other word*, you must be a centus, or 
very close to It. to attain even a moderate suc- 
cess In baseball. 


However. It Is best to set forth the facts In 


tho case ajirt let the: reader decide for himself. 


It has been the pleasant custom to assume 


that every American boy Is born a patriot, a 
prince and a baseball player. 
Not one In 20(1 


American boys Is a. born ballplayer. For many 
reasons, not morn than one In 200 boys ever 
reaches tho professional baseball field. Of tho 
6000 professionals who work every summer, not 
more than 250 can bo classed as wholly suc- 
cessful. 
Some of tho others may be comers, 


some goers, but only 150 are In the full flower 
of success. 


Thus baseball Is an arduous 
profession. 


Chances of success In It are few. This adds to 
its disadvantages ax a profession. 
Many feol 


called, but few are chosen. The chances of at- 
taining success are no small that the wise father 
rnay ba pardoned for advising his boy to devote 
all his efforts to other entcrprlsca. 


One of every 200 American boyg has poten- 


tialities of baseball success In him. These boyt 
usually attain capacity to earn money playing 
baseball when they are 19 years old. At that 
age they can make from $1 to $10 a game play- 
Ing what Is known as semiprofessional ball, 
which means one game a week, usually played 
on Saturday or on Sunday. 


After a. year or two of this oort of play, or at 


21, a young man should be ready for his first 
real professional engagement. 
This engage- 


ment should bo In a league of tile sixth class, 
technically known as Class D in baseball. 


He will receive for his services from $00 to 


S125 a month, depending upon the prosperity of 
the league In question, and his own desirability. 
Pitchers and catchers will, on the whole, receive 
J25 a month more than Inflelders or outfielders, 
unless, indeed, the outfielder or Inflelder be of 
a particularly desirable sort.

Minor League Seasons Short. 


W 


HILE a salary of from $80 to $125 a montn 


may appear large to the youth of 21, It 


• muat be remembered that the season In these 


minor leagues Is of but four and one-half 
months' duration. 
Thus the player's entire 


baseball stipend for his first two years would 
be from $400 to $600 a year. 


Half o! tho player's board and living expenses 


will be paid. He must pay ten weeks' board 
and expenses and clothe himself. A thrifty lad 
can gst by during a season on an expense of 
$140, which will leave him from $260 to $460 !n 
his pocket when the season closes on Labor 
Day. 


It Is then up to the boy to go to college or to 


work. Many boys will get through the college 
year on from $260 to $460. 


This is what makes baseball so desirable, '.' 


not as a profession, as an adjunct, to a youns 
man's earning capacity. 


The boy who must work his way through col- 


lege will find baseball a very great assistance. 
3t Is true that ho must "cut" his college work 
short on May 1 every year, and thus lose six 
weeks' Important work and examination, but 
this can be made up in due course of time. 


Having played for two years In a Class D 


league, a youth should be ready for promotion 
to Class C, which will pay $25 a month more, 
to Class H, which will pay $50 a month more, to 
Class A, which will pay $200 a montn. or $11KO 
a season. 
Many young men advance much 


faster than this, others much more slowly. We 
are taking the standard player who keeps up 
with his class. 


A year In Class A should fit the youth for 


Class AA. which will pny from $1300 to $1800 
for five months' work. One or two years In 
Class AA will fit him for the major leagues, 
which pny "• beginner, ordinarily, $2000 a year 
for six months' work. 
Once 
in 
tho 
major 


leagues he may earn from $2000 to $10,000 a 


year. U may be said that only very exceptional 
men earn more than $5000 a year in the major 
leagues, that the standard salary for a first-class 
player, one not a star but a sure, day In and 
day out "regular," Is about $8000 a year. 


Wo now have followed the young man through 


six yearn of play, two as a semlprofcsslonal. 
two in Class D. one in Class G or B, one in 
Class AA. We took him up at 1* and he is now 
24 years old. the best age for players to enter 
the major leagues. 
Some few enter much 


younger, but the average will b« about 25 years 
old. Here It may be said that all baseball 
players, actors and athletes are womanlike in 
their detestation of age. The 20-year-old player 
begins by subtracting two years from his real 
age. At 24 he subtracts three years, at 30 he 
subtracts flve years, at 40 he subtracts ten 
years. Over 40, ho becomes a child again. 
•

• 


Reasons for Fighting Age. 


T 


HERE are excellent reasons for this. The 


younger a boy Is the better it is understood 


is his chance for development, improvement. 
If a .boy Is but 18, a great many shortcomings 
are forgiven him that would be charged to him 
if he were 20. 


"He will grow stronger. He will hit better. 


Ho will improve. He is only 18," say the man- 
agers. "If he were 22 he should be a better 
player than he is." 
So, too, when he grows 


older. His youth is an asset to him. If he 
seeks an engagement, his age cuts a "large" 
figure. A man is valuable according to tho 
years he has In him. He may be worth $5000 If 
he is 28. If he is 31, he may be worth but $1500. 


So, more than the prlma donna or the star 


actress, the baseball player Is the perennial 
youth. 


It has taken tho young player from throe to 


six years to reach the "big leagues," attain the 
eumnilt of his ambition, the "big show," as ha 
calls the major leagues. Ho has now a chance 
to obtain ten years' employment at a salary 
that will average $3500 for six months' play. 
He puts in Just one more month of training. For 
this he gets no salary, but his expenses are all 
paid. 


While preparing himself for the big berth In 


the big leagues, the'palyer has apent from four 
to six years and earned an average salary of 
$1250 a year for flve months' play. His living 
expenses during the ploying months of these 
years should not have been more than $300 a 
season. All of which leaves him, on an average. 


S850 annual clear profit from his basefcafl »«*• 
son. He la at liberty to dispose of this $960 aa 
he pleases. If he works h« can. no doubt, save 
all of the $950. and at the average age of 23 will 
find himself with about $5000 In pocket. If h« 
should elect to take a college course, his bank 
balance will be much reduced, but he will have 
a large balance of accomplishment and of effi- 
ciency to his credit.

Has Personal Following. 


I 


T may be remarked here that the fact that he 


is a baseball player of some merit facili- 


tates the commercial progress of a young man. 
He can obtain winter Jobs as salesman, clerk, 
mechanic, etc., that he would not find ready to 
his hand were he not a man of some acquaint- 
ance and with some personal "following." 


Hence, It will be seen that, even If he should 


not reach the "bic show," a. young player may 
secure quite a neat little competency by the 
time he enters his 24th year. He can have $6COO 
in bank. Few young business men, yho had to 
depend on their own labor, have $6000 In bank 
when they are 24 years old. 


If tho player succeeds in the major leagues, 


wo may assume that his fortune is made. In 
five years he will mako $17,500. He will save 
half of that. This, added to the $5000 saved in 
the minor leagues will give him, considering 
compound interest or reasonable successful In- 
vestment, $20.000. 


If he has spent money In studying a profes- 


sion, he will not have quite $20,000. But four 
years given to a college course should cost him 
not more than $4000. 
So the hardy, careful, 


managing young • mnn can play baseball for 
twelve years, learn a profession and find him- 
self -well over $20,000 In bank after he reaches 
the age of 30. 


It would be well for all baseball players if 


they were obliged by law to quit when they 
reached tho age of 30. From that time onward 
they slow, up, and certainly there ore few of 
them who retain their best form after the ago 
of 33. To be sure there are a few players who 
have done their best work after 
they had 


reached tho ago of 36. The average player, 
however, begins to slow up after having reached 
the 30th milestone, and there are few men who 
remain In the big leagues after they have seen 
35 years pase by. 


To bo sure there nrc careers open aa man- 


agers, etc., which pay large salaries, but such 
positions are rare and precarious. I would not 


ndvlse any young man to take up baseball with 
tho Idea of making It a life work. It should be 
merely a ateppln^ stone to something better, 
to something more enduring. 


Championships Help. 


I 


N computing the earning ability of a base- 


ball player, we have regarded only the ex- 


act 8ums received as salary. 
Many baseball 


players make much more than their salaries. 
In the major leagues there Is always tho large 
sums derived from the world's championship. 
These sums amount to from $2500 for players of 
losing, to $4000 for players of winning, teams. 
Many players make money In postseason ex- 
hibitions, though these have been discontinued 
for the present by order of the baseball author- 
ities. Coaching college teams Is another source 
of revenue. 


Many of the hign-salarlcd men make material 


additions to their Incomes during the winter. 
Following the ancient rule that "It is given to 
him who hath." it Is the high-salaried, that Is, 
the famous, star rather than the average player 
who makes large between-season incomes. 


It is Bald that the famous Cobb makes $12.- 


500 a year playing baseball and quite as much 
from signing his name to newspaper and maga- 
zine stories. Belling aatomoblles, playing In 
moving pictures. Indorsing advertised articles, 
etc. Mathewson, the once great pitcher of New 
York, who Is now manager of the Cincinnati 
club,'has long conducted an insurance agency 
which wielded him a handsome income. Ed- 
ward Konetchy. tho giant flrst baseman of the 
Boston Nationals, sells cigars. Fielder Jones, 
manager of the St. Louis Americans, has large 
lumber interests in the Northwest. William 
Sweeney, a second baseman of fame some three 
years ego, retired to a valuable insurance 
agency which he had built up while a player. 


Buying farms and city property is a favorite 


investment of players. It is unlikely that they 
make any money oft the farm while they are 
playing, but they manage to "break even," and 
the Increase in value in the land over a period 
of ten years is, on the whole, 100 per cent. 
Some players who have dramatic and musical 
talent, make these pay them during the winter. 
Hundreds of players have trades, occupations or 
professions that they find remunerative in win- 
ter. 


Hush High, the .star left fielder of the Yan- 


kees, was careful to learn the .plumbing trade 
before ho took up baseball. He conducts a 
plumbing business every winter which yields 
him the usual fabled fortunes of the craft. 
John Miller, first baseman of the St. Louis Na- 
tionals, gets $6000 a year for/playlns baseball, 
and conducts a profitable hotel business Jn 
Kearney. N. J. 
Speaker, the famous center 


fielder of Cleveland, has a largo --"'« ranch in 
Texas. 


Players Who Are Wealthy. 


S 


PEJAKEB was a cattleman before he be- 


came a baseball placer. Cravath of tho 


tire Philadelphia Nationals Is a real estate man 
In California. Frank Chance, who managed the 
Chicago Nationals, and who Is now managing 
Los Angeles, always has maintained a valuable 
orange grove. 


There have been players who, even In the 


days when salaries were one-half of what they 
are today, became rloh In baseball. Chief of those 


TYInco Fortunatl Is Charles Comlskcy, own- 
er of the Chicago Americans. Comlskcy played 
baseball for fifteen years. 
Ills flrst engage. 
. 


mcnt In St. Louis was at tho salary of $125 i 
month. He was getting $7500 a year when hi 
retired in 1S91. Ho then bought a club at St 
Paul, which did not prove a money maker, in 
1900 he organized a club In Chicago which hat 
since made him $3,000,000. 
Win, lose or draw, 


the Chicago Americans will make $250,000 every 
year. 


Comlskcy Is one of the few players who have 


become rich club owners. AI Spaldlng, a great 
pitcher of the 70s, became owner of the Chicago 
Nationals and of tho immense sporting good! 
business which bears his name. Spaldlng mual 
have become tho richest of all baseball players. 
His wealth at his death was estimated at $16,- 
000,000. 


Albert Reach, tho flrst salaried player, at on« 


time owned the Philadelphia Nationals, and, 
like Spaldlng. became Immensely wealthy In 
the sporting goods business. Ills partner, Ben- 
j 


Jamln Shibe, started In baseball by covering 
balls for amateur players around Philadelphia, 
where he had a small shoe-repairing shop. 
Shlbo now owns half of the Philadelphia Amer- 
icans and half of the great A. .1. Reach Sporting 
Goods Company. Covering baseballs made him 
many times a millionaire. George Wright, 
shortstop of the unbeaten Cincinnati Reds ol 
1860, 
Is half owner of the big sporting gooM 


house of Wright & Ditaon.

For instance, Lee Magee, the outfielder of the 


New York Americans, began 
his career at 


Springfield, 111., in 1909. and was paid $90 a 
month for four and one-half months of play, o» 
$405 for tile entire season. Magee got $9000, <£ 
51500 a month, during the years 1915-16.
